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On 21-11-88 M / s . S. Kantilal & Co. Pvt. Ltd. ofMargao 
Goa (hereinafter referred to as the applicants ) applied 
for renewal of mining lease for a further period . By a 
notice bearing No. 96 / 318 /88-Mines/ 374 dt. 14-2-89 under 
Rule 26 ( 3 ) of Mineral Concession Rules, 1960 , the 
applicants were called upon to furnish the approved 
mining plan . As there was failure on the part of the 
applicant to submit the approved mining plan within 
the stipulated period , the application for renewal of the 
above mining lease was rejected by the Government by 
an order bearing No. 5 / 17/ 89 - ILD dated 25-4-90 . Being 
aggrieved by the order of rejection , the applicants filed 
a revision application before the Central Government 
and by a common order No. 18/93 dated 17-6-93 the 
Central Government set aside the order of rejection with 
a.direction to the State Government dispose of on merits . 


statutory notice as required under rule 26 ( 3 ) of Mineral 
Concession Rules, 1960 was issued to the applicants on 
25-9-98 and despite this notice the applicants did not 
bother to take any effective steps to submit the same. 
Besides it is also seen from available records that the 
mining lease is not in operation for the last 24 years . A 
notice bearing No. 96 /318 / 88 -Mines /2794 dated 9-2-01 
was issued to the applicants to show cause within a 
period of 15 days as to why action should not be taken 
against them to declare the mining lease as lapsed under 
Section 4A ( 4 ) of the Mines and Minerals (Development 
and Regulation ) Act , 1957 and Rule 28 of Mineral 
Concession Rules , 1960. The applicants have not 
furnished any reply . Finally a notice for personal hearing 
was issued on 23-2-01 which was received by the 
applicants on 7-3-01. However till date the applicant has 
failed to clear all the mining dues and produce the valid 
clearance certificate . In the circumstances mentioned 
above , it is abundantly clear that sufficient opportunities 
were given to the applicants to submit the valid 
clearance cerificate as required under rule 22 of Mineral 
Concession Rules, 1960. Since the applicants have failed 
to produce the valid clearance certificate as on date , I 
have no alternative but to reject the application .
